To Commence OcToBER 29th, 1768. 


HE Honourable and Right Worſhipful CHARLES DiLLoN; 
Deputy Grand Maſter, having acquainted the Brethren at 
the COMMITTEE OF CHARITY, held at the Hokn TAveRN in 
FLEET STREET, on Friday the 21ſt of October, 1768, with His 
Grace the DUKE oF BEAuroRT's Intentions to have the Soci Ex x 
incorporated, and alſo repreſented to them the Advantages thar 
would reſult from the Accompliſhment of fo great a Deſign, pro- 
poſed, previous thereto, that the COMMITTEE ſhould take into 
ſerious Conſideration the moſt effectual Means for raiſing a FunD 
to build a HALL, and purchaſe JewtLs, FURNITURE, &c. for 
the GRAND LopGE, independent of the GENERAL FUND oF 
CHARITY; and at the ſame Time recommended a Plan to their 
Peruſal, to which ſeveral Amendments were made; and the fol- 
lowing Re80LUTIONS being agreed to, were referred to the Bre- 
thren aſſembled in QuARTERLY COMMUNICATION at the 
CROWN AND ANCHOR TAVERN in the Strand, on Friday the 
28th of Ofober, 1768, and by them unanimouſly confirmed.
